William Aberhart, then 57, be- 
lieved he had the answer. Bible 
prophecy and the theories of 
Major C. H. Douglas, a Scot, 
known as the founder of Social 
Credit, combined to start a cam-

1932 to'1935 swept across Alberta 
like a prairie fire. 

The time was ripe. The United 
Farmers of Alberta had gov- 
erned for 14 years. They could 
do nothing to stem the black 
tide of depression.
